I 1. according to a U. S. D epartm ent 
of Agriculture report 
I 
Nationwide 
the increase was 
1 one percent during the four mon- 
I ths period and two percent for 
' the year ending M arch 1 
Land values this March were 
above a year earlier in half of the 
states. 
Records of farm sales show, ac­ 
cording to the report, that from 
40 to 50 percent of all land pur­ 
chases in the w heat areas were 
made to enlarge existing farms. In 
the central Corn Belt at least a 
third of all purchases were for 
this purpose. 
W ith many farm s in these areas 
still below the optimum for for 
maximum efficiency, this type of 
demand can be expected to have a 
bolstering effect on the level of 
land prices for some time, the re­ 
port suggested.
